When he had done with his searching, 
the immigrant had something over $000 
to be converted into United States 
treasury notes. lie grinned, cheerfully 
when the neat pile of crisp green bills 
was handed to him and, opening bis 
slnrt, stowed the roll where he could 
teel it next his bod}-. lie was nn excep- 
tionally wealthy immigrant. It is rarely 
that such a comparatively large sum 
is shown by any of the Europeans who 
become citizens via EHis island and the 
barge office. 


One of the last things asked the new- 


ly arrived at Ellis island jjust before 
their departure is whether they have 
any money to be changed. They are 
not compelled to change it, and many 
refuse for fear of being cheated. Thou- 
sands of others avail themselves of the 
money changer's services. Uis booth is 
at the end of the long examination 
room and at the head of the triple 
flight of stairs leading down to the 
exit of the building to the boat lauding. 
All day long it is a scene-of rushing ac- 
tivity. 


When the immigrants are examined, 


they are asked to show what money 
they have. Some of them are crafty 
and do not show all they have. Others 
are more trusting and willingly display 
their petty hoardings. The money is 
carefully counted, a record taken and 
restored to them. 


During the fiscal year ending June 30, 


1901, there were landed, at this port 
38S.981 Immigrants. ^The money they 
showed to the examiners ameniritetf-to 
?j,400,080, an average of $14.12. Classed 
by nationalities, the French lead all the 
others, with an average of $39.37. The 
Hebrews stood at the foot of the list, 
bringing on an average $8.58. The Ger- 
mans followed the French, with an av- 
erage-off 31.14. The other nationalities 
stood in the list as follows:

1 hadn't oughJer 


you off when my heart was 


UNCLE SAM WINS OUT 
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Russia Will Restore Manchuria 


to China Without Reserve. 


SOLVES FAB EASTERN PROBLEM.

Intcrnatlonal news of the highest Im- 


portance reached diplomatic Washing- 
Ion the other day. It Indicates that tue 
far eastern problem has beeu solved 
jmd that the menace to the world's 
poaef which has so foug held like a 
cloud on the Asiatic horizon has at last 
bepn removed. If this shall prove to be 
the case, and there seems l.ltle reason 
to doubt it, American diplomacy must 
be gh-en credit for the great work. 


Tho news relates to the terms of the 


now treaty between Russia and China. 
Various reports concerning this impor- 
tant t-ompact have been lu circulation 
both in the United States and^Europe, 
but Walter Wellman, the Washington 
correspondent of the Chicago Record- 
Herald, is now able to give the salient 
contents of that document, a full copy 
of which is expected at Washington In 
a short time: 


Firs!.— Russia agrees to restore the civil 
administration J)f Manchuria without re- 
serve to the Chinese empire. 


Second.— Russia agrees to evacuate 


Manchuria completely, so fa* as military 
or civil control is concerned, wjthm one 
year from the date of the treaty.' 


Third.— Russia agrees to remove her 


army, with a reservation of a small force 
for guarding the Russian railway, within 
one >ear, withdrawing a part of tHe 
trobps in four months, dnother part in 
eight raopths and the final quota in twelve 
months. 
Fourth.— Russia surrenders all claim to 


exclushe raflway and mining privileges in 
Manchuria and pledges herself and China 
to the "open door" principle in that prov- 
ince. 


The meaning of this is that Russia 


surrenders Manchuria and turns the 
whole province back to China. It has 
no other meaning In the eyes of the 
foreign office. This also is the view ex- 
pressed by the RussSkj government 
and by Russian embassadors in rarious 
capitals^ The honor of the Russian 
government is pledged to this evacua- 
tion. And/'When the evacuation, is ac- 
complished and Manchuria has been 
turned over to the -full sovereignty of 
the Chinese empire, as every one bus a 
right to expect it will be according to 
the terms of the solemn agreement, the 
far eastern, problem may be regarded 
as well nigh solved. 


It was Russia's persistent occupation 


of ifanchurja that threatened, the peace 
of the world, for Manchuria was the 
key te the whole Chinese situation. As

Hence the agree- 
ment of Rnssia to surrender the prov- 
ince and withdraw her troops is taken 
throughout the world as a sign of 
peace, as "an earnest that Muscovite 
ambition to overrun the most of east- 
ern Asia and master the Chinese em- 
pire hns at last been abandoned, tem- 
porarily If notT)ertnan3iilIy. 


"You should lie very proud of TOW for- 


eign office." 'said Count Cassinir tb'e Rus- 
sian embassador to Washington, a few 
days ago. speaking to an American gen- 
tleman who called at the embassy. "Sec- 
retary Hay has done more than any other 
living man to solve the eastern problem. 
Alt the powers have now adopted his plat- 
form for the integrity of tile .Chinese em- 
pire and the 'open door.' " 


Praise from Count Cassini is praise 


indeed. But other diplomatists echo it. 
They point out that it was Secretary 
Elay who injected into the controversy 
over China's future the* moral idea 
which has proved" to be the key to the 
whole complicated problem. This he 
did iu October, 1S99. when the world 
first learned that the principle of the 
open door bad been proclaimed b{ the 
American government. Tbat principle 
tbe United States bas stack to tbrougb 
nil the changes1- and complications of 
tbe ensuing years. 


Since tben China bas passed through 


tbe throes of a revolution which for a 
time threatened the" success of tbe 
American policy. Now and tben up- 
pea ranees indicated tbat tbe cause was 
lost and tbat greed and spoliation 
would supplant tbe doctrine of equal 
rights for the nations in tbe Chinese 
empire. Germany has played n fast 
"nnd loose game, and France lias con- 
sistently supported Russia. Great Brit- 
ain seemed hopelessly involved else- 
where. Japan was not big enough to 
stem tbe tide alone. Ridicule was henp- 
ed upon tbe open door prosramnie. It 
tra» everywhere predicted tbat in Chi- 
na's revolutionary 
turmoil 
Russia 


would find the opportunity not only to 
bold Manchuria, bnt to advance, step 
by stop, to greater conquests. 


Rut there is tremendous power in a 


moral principle when it is constantly 
poshed to the front by an aide Matt*- 
man speaking fcr a cation like the 
Cnited States. Tbis W trbnt Mr. Hay 
did. He did it not J«W*irica1ljr. not* 
with blaster, hut- wila lact and o»ti- 
tfon and always i^lh persistence. As 
it was Russia's policy to creep with 
stealthy force nnd a combination of 
soldiery and railways over the coveted 
territory. «o it was Mr. Hay's policy to 
ever hold that moral principle nn as a 
warning <tf "No thoroughfare."

A new treaty 
with China was under consideration, a, 
treaty which, if concluded would place 
in Rus'sian bands absolute cOnfrol of 
all railway, mining and commercial 
privileges o'f the province. 
At? this 


juncture Sscrethry Hdy' came for.rhnl 
with his memorable note of Feb. 1. 
He defined-the attitude of the United 
States with almost startling diplomatic 
frankness. He declared that an agree- 
ment "whereby China gave any cor- 
poration or company, a Russian device, 
the exclusive privilege of opening 
mines, establishing railroads or in any 
other way industrially developing Man- 
churia, can but be viewed-with the 
gravest concern by the government of 
the United States." 


He added that such an agreement 


constituted a monopoly, "which is a 
distinct breach of tbe stipulation of 
the treaties between China and the for- 
eign powers." He called tbe attention 
of the Russian government to the re- 
pealed pledges -which it had given nnd 
closed with an expression of the *ope 
that, the governments of China and* 
Russia -would take such measures as 
would "relieve the just and natural 
anxiety of the United States." 


This note produced u profound im- 


pression throughout the world. It was 
an -application of the principle of equal 
rights and equal opportunity in a way 
so clear and unmistakable that it com- 
pelled attention. 


Soon there followed a. third crisjs. 


The United States' had supplied the 
principle." -Now Great -Britain and Ja- 
pan concluded' an alliance which pledg- 
ed to this principle S. 'Support "almost 
threatening in Its aspect In'pJain Ian.-, 
guage the allies threatened war if Rus- 
sia did not give up her pretensions to 
Korea. Still Russia dfd not yield. She 
turned to the other powers to ascertain 
their attitude in case of hostilities. 
France, as usual, was pliant Germany 
was looking ont for German interests 
and stood ready to profit by any up- 
heaval, to demand a price for any In- 
action that might be requested of her. 
But what would the United States do? 
Would the United States take any part 
in tbe struggle? Would the American 
government give material aid to the 
allied powers which stood for the 
American principle? 


Almost every day Count Cassini, the 


astute Russian embassador, was at the 
•state department T-aetfuHy,"witb. dip- 
lomatic euphemisms, he pressed- his in- 
quiries. It is quite probable tbat tbe 
issue of peace or war bung upon the 
answer. If the United States was will- 
ing to declare js intention to pursue 
the traditional * American policy and 
avoid all entanglements In the other 
world, Russia would have felt free'to 
pursue her way la the far east even at 
the risk of war. 
With the*United 


States surely out she eould. with her 
allies. France and Germany .probably, 
face the antagonistic alHance. 


But the answer of the United States 


was that it could give no pledges. Fol- 
lowing its usual policy, this govern- 
ment declined to say what it would or 
would not do in a given emergency. It 
would be guided by self interest 
It 


would watch events with great eager- 
ness. When emergencies arose, it 
would meet them as in its judgment 
seemed best Unable to reckon upon 
the probable course of the United 
States, Russia felt constrained to adopt 
a conservative cou&e. She could^not 
defy the world. The new treaty with 
China, which amounts to a surrender 
on tbe part of Russia, quickly fol- 
lowed. 


There is little reason to doubt tbat, 


for the present at least, peace in the 
far east .has been secured, and tbe 
United States is entitled to the credit 
of it 
Appearance! indicate that Rus- 


sia's change of policy is sincere and 
permanent 
The new .Russian policy 


is commercial rather than political and 
military. 


Incredulousness as to Russia's sin- 


cerity in her agreement to surrender 
political control of Manchuria is rife, 
it must be admitted. .Many diploma- 
tists are utterly unable to believe tbe 
treaty will be honored in anything 
more than a nominal way. But sucb is 
the treaty, such are tbe obligations 
and snob is tbe situation with which 
tbe Russian government is confronted. 
AH the indications are that so far as 
this decade at least is concerned Rus- 
sia's advance bas been stopped, and 
the moral principle raised b.r tbe Unit- 
ed States bas proved stronger than an 
old world policy of telflsbn^ss. 
Tbe 


European powers arc oot only standing; 
on tbe platform of Secretary Bay. bat 
tbey are vsitnr his language in tbe ex 
nression of their purposes and in tbe 
declaration of their adhesion to tbe 
"open door" principle of equal rights 
and equal orpoflanitie*.

A, writer .in,, th« American Kitchen 


Magazine says: 


Only a small part of the olive 'oil in 


the markets of tbe world is used foi 
cooking. It is largely employed lor soap 
making (castile soap is made fiom olive 
oil), medicinally and in siij: and wool 
en factories. 


The increased^ use of oil for food 


should always be encouraged. If chi| 
dren are trained to eat it, there is littlp 
likelihood of their ever losing the appe 
tlte. Instead, the tendency is generally 
to an increasing use of oil not only witii 
salads, out with almost all vegetables. 
Mayonnaise dressing and tartarc sauce 
please many who do not care Cor plain 
oil. 
t Aside from custom, there is no rea 
son why olive oil, more than good but- 
ter, should be regarded as a lusuiy bj 
an ordinary family. . 


It ip hard to draw a sharp line be- 


tween the use of oil as a food and 
its use in therapeutics. 
The former 


makes the latter less likely to be re- 
quired. , If a, small .part of tbe money 
spent for patent medicines iri the Unit- 
ed States were employed to put a pure 
olive oil on our tables, there would be 
less call for the various powders, pills 
and liniments that are advertised on 
every side. , Perhaps, too, we angular 
Americans should gain some of tbe 
grace native to Spaniards and Italians. 


The body can be fed artificially with 


oil by baths, massage, etc., and physi- 
cians and nurses know of the wonder- 
ful gain made by patients for whom 
this is done. In typhoid fever, appen- 
dicitis and kindred diseases the use of 
oil results very successfully. - It is also 
employed in the treatment of burns 
and as an antidote for, poisons.

Vice Admiral Sir Harry Holdswortl

NEW WIRELESS SYSTEM. 


rrofosor Feuendcn Tells How HI* 


Tel«KNii»b Instrument Work*. 


Professor R. A. Fessendeu of the 


weather bureau at Washington, the in- 
ventor of the new system of wireless 
telegraphy, has described the working 
of his instrument as follows, says a dis- 
patch from Elizabeth City, K. C., to the 
New Yoifc Journal: The essential dif 
ference between my system and Mur 
coni's is difficult to describe, because in 
no point are the two alike. Marconi 
uses an air transformer at tne sending 
end and concentric cylinders, and his 
capacity is arranged in a certain wnj 
I use neither of. the j'bove, and my ca 
pacity is arranged in an entirely differ 
ent manner. At the receiving end Mar- 
coni uses an impel feet contact—that is, 
a coherer. 


I use no imperfect contact, every con 


ductor used in my receiving rpparatus 
being of solid metal, and there is no 
principle similar to that of the coherer 
involved, the principle depending en 
tirely upon different physical law. Nat- 
urally, therefore, all the details of the 
receiving apparatus are entirely di& 
tinct. It should be noted that, although 
I use a telephone receiver, this is not 
essential, as a siphon recorder can be 
used, and the former is used merely be- 
cause it is the universal history of teleg- 
raphy that each new system staits 
with a recording receiver and ends ui> 
with one read by sound, and it seemed 
best to omit this, section of'the de\el 
opment at once. 


The work is by 110 means finished. 


We have paid particular attention to 
selective methods and multiplied sys 
terns. We have four'or five methods, 
all of which have been successfully 
tested in practice, and I do not antic! 
pate further trouble in this line. 
A& 


regards wireless telephone work, we 
have not pursued the subject further, 
but from our recent work it can be 
stated definitely that telephoning up to 
at least 200 miles is absolutely certain 
of accomplishment. 


This is a great advantage for wire- 


less work, as in many cases the cap- 
tains of vessels will not wish to employ 
a trained telegraph operator, and a 
system of wireless telephone working 
even fifty miles will be of great use. 
We do not, however, intend taking up 
the work until we have finished our 
wort on the wireless, but we can defi- 
nitely state that it is certain of accom- 
plishment
